In Ain Sefra, on the night of 12 August 1952, a railroad agent observed 
@ ball of fire suddenly appearing against a background of clouds, racing 
across the sky from E to W and leaving behind a luminous pink trail. App- 
arently increaing in volume, the object stopped suddenly, became bright 
red, and seemed to explode, but the observer did not hear any noise. 


At 2115 hours on 14 August 1952, two persons in the city of Constantine saw 
a luminous object flying at high speed toward Guelma. According to the 
witness, the apparatus, which had no resemblance to flying saucer, emnited 
a very bright light. At the time this happeded, the local weather bureau 
had not launched any weather balloons. 


The same day, at 1920 hours, many people at the docks of Philipp- 
ville saw in the sky an enormous red disk going from N to W, leaving be- 
hind a greenish trail.

10. Avproximtely 1800 on 22 Aug 52 Capt Carney sent a staff ear to pick 
up QB in vest Pelm Peach and bring him out to the air bise for an inter 
view. He arrived at about 1830 having not taken time to eat and was met by 
Capts Ruppelt, Hoey, Davis, Carney, Lt Olsson, and a staff sergeant from Capt 
Carney's office. eee: very cooperative, he srmeared to be normal, 
but just a shade on the "Goky" side (Comment: Possibly from being nervous???). 
The following account is taken from notes that were takenby Capt Iuppelt during 
the interview and are as near true statements as possible. 


11. "I was going south (along Military Trail) cbout 40 PH fooling around

Memorandum for Record 12 September 1952 
SUBJECT; Report of a Trip to West Palm Beach, Florida, to Investigate Sighting 
of Unidentified Aerial Objects by x \r, Zien: 


1. On 8 September 1952, Capt i, J, Runpalt and Lt k, WM, Olsson of ATIAN-5 
traveled to Vest Palm Beach, Fla., to conduct a further interrogation end inves- 


tivation of MM, beceruteremnse The officers arrived at West Pulm Beach at 
eporoximately 1900 EST on the 6th and contacted Sapt Carney, Ving Intelligenc 
Officer, 1707th Air Base Wing, on the morning of the 9th of September 1952. 


2. A conference wags held with Capt Carney to determina whether or not 
there had been any late developments in this case that the two ATIC officers 
were not familiar with, Capt Carney stated that to his knowledge there was 
nothing outstanding that had hapnened. He was asked about the facts of supposedly 
anonynous threatening telephone calls that \r, a MMMBMBBehad received, ile 
etated that Qa hod called him approximately two weeks ago (L Sept 52) 
end stated that he hed been receiving enonymous threatening telephone calls 
Wille at vork in the establishment in which he is employed, The calls were 
telling SQM to ley off of his story end that if he didn't he would be 
sorry, etc. He was advised that threatening phone calls were not an Air Force 
function and he should go to the F.B,I, He did this tut was referred to the 
local police, Gapt Carney also stated that a <-> a nearby rancher, had 
become interested in the case, had gone out and looked at the spot where the 
object was supposed to have hovered, MM, stated that he believed the grass 
had been burned and that he was going to take samples and send them to St, louis, 
M., for onalysis. (Comment: He did not state where in St, Louis he was plan- 
ning to send the samples.) Mr, 3 contacted by telephone and stated that 
due to the fact that it had rained before he was able to pick up the samplos he had 
not done so and consequently there would be no report from the laboratory in St.

From the pictures of the scorched hat they gave the opinion that a 
flare could have done the job. Small molten particles drop off from 
fleres as they pass through the air and could have caused the 3 pinhole 
burns in the cap, The scorch on the brim was harder to explain, but Lt 
Berger said that one passing just over his head might have given the 
iron-scorch effect, 


There are 2 types of flares generally used, all shot from a Very 
Pistol;1~parachute type 2—non-parachute type. ‘The hand flare without the 
pistol is also used. Red, white and blue are the colors, with red used 
the most. The flares burn at an intense heat 10009 F and upwards end 
can burn skin bodly, We discharged two outside and each one started a 
small grass fire, It seems likely that if a flare was used in the inci- 
dent at West Palm, a fire would have started in the dry grass, No evi-~ 
donce of a fire was present down there as fer as we could see, 


I told Berger and the other flere experts the hole story 
and they were interested particularly in the slow-moving red bell of fire 
shot at him, They said & psrachute flare floating dow could cause this 
illusion. Arching from the near by high tension wires was mentioned as 
@ possibility also. (A flare usually burns all the way to the ground.) 


A significant fact lies in the fact that the parachute flere cannis- 
ter smelled of rotten eges immediately after it was shot off and this 
smell lingered in the cannister for 2 hours afterward, There was too 
much wind to establish if the smell was in the area of the firing.
